credit card debt over the predetermined number of months; 

con^>aring, by the data processing system, the average percentage of new credit card debt to total 
credit card debt to a preset cutoff average percentage of new credit card debt to total credit card debt; and 

issuing, by the data processing system, a credit card to the creditor based on the comparison of 
the average new credit card debt to total credit card debt to a preset cutoff average percentage of new 
credit card debt to total credit card debt.

summing total monthly relatively new credit card debt for all relatively now credit cards issued to 
the creditor for a one month period, wherein the total monthly relatively new credit card debt is summed 
for each of the predetermined number of months;
